» SUNDAY SESSION ENDS 


IN DEATH SENTENCE 


Relatives of Slain Girl Grab) 
Prisoner at Bar; Riotous 
Scene Results. 


Goldsboro, N. C., Dec. 11 (A.P.).— 
Halted temporarily by irate spectators 
who threatened a lynching and neces- 
sitated the firing of warning shots and 
the calling out of National Guardsmen, 
the first Sunday court trial in North 
Q4rolina came to a dramatic end here 
today with the sentencing to death of 
Larry Newsome, 23-year-old negro, for 
the murder of Buela Tedder, 15-year- 
old daughter of a tenant farmer. 

The sentence, coming barely 60 hours 
after the body of the girl was found in 
a cotton field near here with her throat 
cut, was pronounced only after a near 
panic in the courtroom and as the pre- 
siding judge, Henry A. Grady, sat with 
a huge automatic pistol at his side, 


ready to suppress any further disorder. | 


Prisoner Is Seized. 


The trouble began about five minutes | 


after court convened, when Eric Ted- 
der, father of the dead girl, and Will- 
jam Tedder,. his brother, advanced 
through the packed and stuffy little 
room toward the negro, each taking an 
arm of the prisoner. They lifted the 
negro halfway out of his chair as shouts 
of “Get him” and “Take him” broke 
from a dozen throats in the crowd and 
others surged toward the prisoner. 

A general stampede following with 
many breaking for the exits and court 
attaches and newspaper men taking 
cover under tables and behind the jury 
box. Tables and chairs were knocked 
topsy turvy. One man jumped through 
the glass pane of a door. 

Officers quickly surrounded the pris- 
oner and beat off his assailants. With 
his shirt nearly torn from his back 
the negro was taken to an adjacent 
room and a guard placed about him. 
Sheriff W.. D. Grant put his back to_ 
the door and fired two shots intd the 
ceiling as a warning. 


Artillerymen Called Out. 


William and Eric Tedder were seized, 
the former being forced to sit through 
the remainder of the trial handcuffed 
while the latter sat 
unshackled but under guard. 

Meantime, Battery A, of the 113th 
Field Artillery, National Guard, was 
called and, with sidearms, sat about 


‘Newsome during the rest of the trial. 


After hearing evidence for three 
hours, the jury retired and brought in 
its verdict in fifteen minutes. New- 
some was rushed by automobile un- 
der troop escort to Raleigh, where he 
will die in the electric chair January 13. 

Newsome’s aged parents sat with him 
during the trial, which began yester- 
day after the negro had been brought 
here from the State prison at Raleigh, 
where he had been taken for safe keep- 
ing. 


Leap Through Closed 
- Train Window Fatal 


Erie, Pa., Dec. 11 (A.P.).— Harold 
Hawkins, a prisoner being taken to 
Urbana, Ohio, from New York to face 
charges in a poisoning case, leaped from 
a fast New York Central passenger train 
near here today and was killed. Hawkins 
jumped. after slugging with his hand- 
cuffed hands Chief of Police J. J. Powers, 
of Urbana, and Sheriff P. Jones, of 
Champaign County, Ohio. 

The prisoner leaped from the train 
at North Springfield, Pa., 18 miles west 
_ of here, while the train was-traveling 
" 60 miles an hour. He went through 
* closed window and when the train 
was stopped his body was found.

GUMET 10 BE VISIBLE 
HERE CHAT MAS WEEK 


Will Be Seen With Naked Eye 
Between the Sun and 
North Pole Star. 


NAMED FOR SKJELLERUP 


Cambridge, Mass., Dec. 11 (A.P.).— 
The brightest comet visible in the 
northern hemisphere in the past fif- 
teen years will appea: in the early eve- 
ning western sky during Christmas 
week. Dr. Harlow Shapley, director of 
the Harvar: Observatory, announced 
today. Clearly visible to the naked eye, 
the comet on Christmas Day will be 
about 45 degree. between the sun and 
the North Pole stax. 

It is Skjellerup’s comet, discovery of 
which at Melbourne, Australia, by F. 
J. Skjeilerup, an amateur astronomer 
who formerly lived in South Africa, 
was made known on December 4. It was 
then reported of third magnitude, but 
the observatory at Laplata, Argentine, 
two days later, sent word of an ob- 
servation of what was supposed to be 
the same comet and described it as of 
the second magnitude. 

Today Dr. Shapley received word from 
the astronomical clearing house at 
Copenhagen that H. E. Wood, a South 
African astronomer, had computed the 
comet’s orbit. This indicates that the 
comet, now in the constellation Scor- 
pio, and south of the sun, is moving 
rapidly northward and will be in con- 
junction with the sun on December 15 
It has the very high inclination of 72 
degrees. 

At Berkeley, Calif., Miss Prescott and 
another astronomer have worked out 
further details of the comet’s progress. 
After December 18 it should be easily 
visible to the naked eye just after sun- 
set, in a position just north of the sun 
Its northward speed is three or four de- 
grees a day. 


Youth Confesses Role 
Of Kissing Burglar 


Chicago, Dec. 11 (A.P.).—Search for 
Chicago’s “kissing burglar,’ was ended 
today when a detective squad arrested 
a 19-year-old youth, Stanley Rogus, 
who confessed he was the one who 
had been terrorizing housewives for 
two months. The youth was identi- 
fied by women as the one who had first 
robbed their homes and then kissed 
them goodby. 

One of his alleged woman victims 
became so frightened after one of Ro- 
gus’ visits, the police said, that she 
died. Rogus will be charged with man- 
slaughter. 


Suicide of Prisoner 
Halted by Cellmate 


A fellow prisoner in a cell at the Fifth 
Precinct Station yesterday morning 
frustrated an attempt at suicide by 
Patrick Reynolds, 23 years old, charged 
with intoxication, according to a police 
report. 

Reynolds, who was arrested by police 
of the Sixth Precinct Thursday, was oc- 
cupying a cell with Harvey Joel Medors.

STATE DEPARTMENT

Hearst and One of His Editors

(Associated Press.) 

Three of the subpenas reported to 
have been issued by the Senate special 
committee named to investigate the 
Mexican-United States senatorial 
charges in the Hearst newspapers, were 
understood from information emanat- 
ing from committee quarters last 
night to have been for William Ran- 
dolph Hearst, Arturo M. Elias, Mexican 
Consul General at New York, and Vic- 
tor Watson, managing editor of the 
New York Daily Mirror, a Hearst news- 
paper. 

Wheiher these subpenas already had 
been served could not be learned, but 
it was ascertained that all the books 
and papers in the office of Elias, who 
is a half-brother of the Mexican presi- 
dent, would be sought to aid the com- 
mittee when it starts its inquiry Thurs- 
day. 

Others to Be Called. 

The committee also is understood to 
have prepared: or already to have issued 
subpenas for many others to appear be- 
fore it to testify as to the authenticity 
of the charges in the Heart newspapers 
that Calles provided a fund of 31,200,000 
for four United States senators. 

It was further learned last night that 
members of the committee take a 
wholly different view than that of Man- 
uel C. Tellez, Mexican Ambassador in 
Washington, with respect to its right 
to summon Mexican consular officers 
for its investigation. 

The ambassador, in a statement, said 
it was the established practice under 
international law for such officers to be 
immune from subpenas, and added 
that, in his opinion, Elias, through 
whom most of the purported’ corre- 
spondence relating to the four senators 
appeared to have passed, would not 
come to Washington if summoned. 

Committee Views Differ. 


Members of the committee, however 
disagree with this view and hold that 
they have a perfect right to summon 
any consular officer of the Mexican 
government they wish. 

Whether this issue will evolve into a 
question for diplomatic handling be- 
tween the two countries remains to be 
seen, although State Department of- 
ficials seem to side with the Mexican 
Ambassador on the point. 

Meantime members of the commit- 
tee are guarding closely all information 
as to their plans. 

New York, Dec. 11 (A.P.).—Victor 
Watson, managing editor of the New 
York Daily Mirror, tonight said that he 
had been served with a subpena issued 
by the Senate committee. 

At the home of Arturo M. Elias it 
was reported that the Mexican financial 
agent was “not in.” No information 
concerning his whereabouts could be 
obtained.

FROM LAKE VESSELS 


Freighter Seen Adrift; Her 
22 Sailors Are Thought 
to Have Landed. 


(Associated Press.) 

Possible loss of life in ship wrecks 
caused by last week’s record Great 
Lakes storm appeared Sunday night to 
have been averted as the result of dar- 
ing rescue work by Crast Guardsmen 
and others. 

The 21 members of the crew of the 
steamer Altadoc, aground off Kewee- 
naw Point, Mich., were rescued after a 
thrilling battle in the ice-jammed 
waters by the Coast Guard cutter Craw- 
ford. The other four members of the 
crew escaped from the stricken vessel 
Saturday in a dory. 

The tug General removed the remain- 
ing 22 members of the crew of the 
Agawa, stranded off Manitoulin Island. 
One man was rescued Friday. The 


‘|Ewogle Bay, aground off Shot Point, 


near Marquette, was destroyed by fire, 
but the crew abandoned the ship and 
made their way ashore safely. 

The wreck of the steamer —ambton, 
heavily coated with ice and buckled 
amidships, was discovered on a reef 
off Isle Parisienne. The crew of 22 men 
are believed to have made their way 
inland. 

On the Pacific coast, 112 passengers, 
as well as part of the crew were res- 
cued from the steamer Northwestern, 
aground on Cape Mudge, B. C. 


Fight Sea and Snow. 


Seattle, Wash., Dec. 11 (A.P.).—In a 
raging snowstorm and a rough sea, the 


Alaska Steamship Co. ran aground at 
Cape Mudge, B. C., 206 miles north of 
Seattle this morning, and its 112 pas- 
sengers and part of its crew were taken 
ashore this afternoon on the gas boat 
Explorer. The vessel was bound from 
Seattle for Seward, Alaska. 

The rescue work was carried out in 

the blinding snowstorm which has 
been raging in the Pacific Morsiangt 
the past three days. 
The passengers planned to stay at a 
Hotel at Campbell River, near the scene 
of the wreck, tonight. Tomorrow they 
are to be picked up by the liner 
Alameda of the same company and 
taken on to Alaska. 

A heavy swell tonight pounded the 
vessel, which was hard aground, 1,000 
feet from shore, and reported to be 
filling with water. 

The rescue came after an anxious day 
during which vessels and tugs grouped 
about the grounded ship under the 
handicap of a stiff easterly wind blow- 
ing a heavy snow fall.

‘ A plea for more men for the Navy is

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Pupils of the Park View Platoon 
School have carried specialization to 


its highest peak. They have under- 
taken the intense study of rubber in 
all its phases. 

More perticularly, the rubber spe- 
clalists are confined to grade 5A. And 
the moving spirit in the study is Mrs. 
T. C. Pollock, home room teacher of 
the school. But so contagious has be- 
come the specialization that the entire 
school has taken it up, the variation 


| being only in intensity. 


Mrs. Pollock started a week or so ago 
to interest her pupils in grade 5A in 
rubber. As a result, rubber has become 
a magic word. A varied collection of 
rubber articles has been accumulated 
at the school. The youngsters are 


bringing everything from tires to hot- 
water bottles. 


Mrs. Pollock has added to the collec- 
tion rubber articles loaned by stores, 
industry samples furnished by the De- 
partment of Commerce and curious ar- 
ticles loaned by the National Museurt. 
There is in the collection a Spanish 
peasant shoe made of rubber and a 
primitive rubber “ham.” Pictures have 
been furnished by Akron (Ohio) man- 
ufacturers . Catalogues are being sup- 
plied by various firms. 

The climax of the specialization will 
be a play to be held some time in 
January, in which the leading charac- 
ters will be rubber articles. This week 
the pupils of grade 5A, having qualified 
now as embryo specialists, will instruct 
other pupils of the school in special 
class sessions in the school auditorium.

“It is of 
interest to note,” he states, “that since 
1923 there has been a reduction of 
2,000 men in the total strength of the 
Navy and during the same period an in- 
crease in aviation activities of 5,000 
men; consequently, the activities of the 
Navy, outside of aviation, have suffered 
@ reduction of 7,000 men.” 

The Naval Academy class graduating 
in June, 1927, brought the total of line 
efficers to full authorized strength and 
the line situation is improving with ex- 
perience gained by officers in the last 
few large classes. 


System Is Deplored. 


He states that while in all distribu- 
tion of personnel and bureau adminis- 
tration readiness for war has been given 
important consideration and plans have 
been prepared for the mobilization of 
personnel required to meet a national 
emergency, nevertheless, in the present 
system of mobilization, due to short- 
age of personnel, nucleus crews for 
ships out of commission are taken from 
ships in commission, thus reducing 
their number at the most critical time:

On the House side committees will 
continue flood relief hearings and begin 
conferences on farm relief legislation, 
Muscle Shoals and the Boulder Canyon 
Dam proposal In addition an elections 
committee probably will take up the 
case Of James M. Beck, of Pennsyl- 
vania, whose right to a House seat has 
been challenged on the ground that he 
was not a legal resident of the State 
when elected last November. 


Crganization Is Planned. 


Republican leaders hope to reorgan- 
ize the Senate in the week with the 
election of a president pro tempore, a 


secretary and a sergeant at arms and 


the approval of the committee assign- 
ments made by the Republicar and 
Democratic committees on committe’s. 
Little diificulty im organization is ex- 
pected by the leaders, but they are 
prepared to see a fight made against 
the reelection of David S. Barry, of 
Rhode Island, as sergeant at arms. 

House committee slates have been

PRAISES M’FADDEN LAW

Broader powers given national banks, 
chiefly by the McFadden banking law, 
were credited yesterday by J. W. Mc- 
Intosh, Comptroller of the Currency, 
with having checked the expansion of 
State banking institutions in the field 
they formerly occupid. 

“It was freely predicted by support- 
ers of the so-called McFadden bank 
bill that its enactment would bring 
new life to the system of the national 
banks,” the comptroller said. “Al- 
though it is too early to judge its full 
effect, it has fully justified itself, as 
additions to the resources of the na- 
tional banking system have more than 
offset the losses during the three-year 
period prior to the enactment of the 
aoG.-:° * Too short a time has 
elapsed to allow banking to fully adjust 
itself. I feel, therefore, that no addi- 
tional banking legislation is necessary 
at this time.” 

The McFadden b’ll allowed some in- 
crease in the number of branch. banks, 
the Comptroller pointed out. He said 
127 had so far bee established. 

Notwithstanding this increase, the 
total of nationa] banks in existence on 
October 31 was placed at 7,832, or 176 
less than the total a year before. There 
were 135 national bank failures during 
the year ended October 31, involving 
an aggregate capita) of $8,257,000. 

On the latest date for which condi- 
tions were reportéd, October 10, 1927, 
national banks ha’ total resources of 
$27,213,824,000, the lergest amount 
ever reported. 

This exceeded by more than $1,500,- 
000,005 the banking resources indicated 
one year before. 

A part of the growth was in savings 
accounts, the report indicated, since 
the total of nationa! bank savings ac- 
counts on June 30 1927, was $5,875,- 
670,000, an increase of $912,000,000 over 
the savings reported one year pre- 
viously.

Increased Drinking Seen 
Among Minors. 


A national survey of conditions un- 
der prohibition prepared by investi- 
gators of the Moderation League, Inc., 
and made public today claims to show 
that drunkenness is steadily increasing 
in the United States. 

A report by the league says that 


the survey was based on figures sub- 
mitted by the police departments of 
602 cities. The survey includes figures 
of arrests for intoxication for the three 
years, 1924 to 1926, for the cities cov- 
ered. 

Outstanding facts as set forth in the 
report of the survey are: 

Drunkenness increased almost as fast 
in 1926 as it did in 1925, and somewhat 
faster than it did in 1924. In the 602 
places reporting, arrests for drunken- 
ness increased from 650,961 in 1924 to 
687,812 in 1925 and to 711,889 in 1926. 


1926 Increase Reported. 


In the 534 places arrests for drunken- 
ness in 1926 increased 136 per cent 
above 1920, the first year of national 
prohibition. 

In the 403 places reporting from 1914 
to 1926, arrests for drunkenness in 
1926 were higher than in any previous 
year, save only the war-boom peak of 
1916. The 1916 peak was 563,792 ar- 
rests for drunkenness, and 1926 almost 
reached it—being 559,074. 

Conditions in the former so-called 
“dry” States are very much worse to- 
day, compared with 1914, than are con- 
ditions in the so-called “wet” States. 
In the dry States the number of arrests 
for drunkenness went up rather sharp- 
ly in 1926, and exceeded any year here- 
tofore; whereas in the former wet 
States, 1926 slightly exceeded the 1914 
level, but did not quite reach the 1916- 
1917 peak. 

The report says: 

“One of the things disclosed by the 
survey is that while the low point of 
drunkenness in the former “wet” 
States was reached in 1920, the first 
year of constitutional prohibition, yet 
in the former “dry” States —States 
which had some kind of a State-wide 
dry law before the eighteenth amend- 
ment was ratified—the low point of 
drunkenness was in 1919, before na- 
tional prohibition. In other words, in 
the dry States the increase in drunk- 
enness had already begun in the first 
year of national prohibition.” 


Gain Among Minors. 


The report also claims that the sur- 
vey shows a dangerous increase in the 
amount of drinking being done today 
by minors. 

“By far the most distressing result 
of the Volstead act,” the report states, 
“is the increase in drinking among 
boys and girls and young people gen- 
erally. There have been reports to this 
effect in the }-ess so constantly from 
all over. the United States, that the 
matter has become common knowledge, 
commented upon in the more serious 
publications. 

“Tho Federal Council of Churches, in 
its investigation of the subject, sent 
questionnaires to 2,700 social workers, 
and a majority of the replies received 
stated that they observed more drink- 
ing by young people as compared with 
preprohibition times. 

“We think that if social workers as 
@ class are prejudiced on the prohibi- 
tion question, that prejudice is in favor 
of prohibition, anc that consequently 
their testimony, if not absolutely un- 
biased, may be considered as an admis- 
sic.. by friends of the Volstead act that 
this: unfortunate condition has re- 
sulted.” 


Prohibition Held Issue. 


Should either of the major political 
parties nominate a reputable “wet” 
candidate for the Presidency in 1928, 
his election is almost certain, Capt. 
W. H. Stayton, National Chairman of 
the Association Against the Prohibi- 
tion Amendment, declared today, add- 
ing a warning to both parties that 
“socalled prohibition is the most vital 
issue that has faced the nation since 
the slave controversy, which led up to 
the Civil War. 

“In fact,” he stated, “the results of 
recent State referenda and elections, 
which routed the “dry oligarchy, on 
every side, clearly reveal the trend of 
public opinion in its resentment of so- 
called prohibition and its vicious 
ramifications, and also warn politicians 
and political parties that the will of 
the people registered at the polls must 
be obeyed.”

AUTHORITIES OF PRISON 
AND STATE INFORMED 


Conclusions Being Checked 
as Pair Await Death in 
Sing Sing Cells.

New York, Dec. 11.—That a “master 
mind” engineered the plot to murder 
Albert Snyder, for whose slaying with 
® sashweight the victim’s widow, Ruth, 
and her. paramour, Henry Judd Gray, 
are awaiting execution in the. death 
House at Sing Sing, arose today as a 
sensational possibility. 


Attorneys for the defense of the pair, 
Edgar F. Hazleton for Ruth and Samuel 
L. Miller for Gray, have been informed 
by David Chambers, of Washington 
Heights, ‘that new evidence, of which he 
has information, will involve a_“busi- 
ness man living in western New York.” 

The new theory of the Snyder death 
plot, based on Chambers’ revelations, 
is that the former magazine art editor 
was’ killed only for his $96,000 life in- 
surance, and that Mrs. Snyder was the 
tool of Gray, who, in turn, was domi- 
Nated by the supposed “‘master mind.” 

Prison and State authorities have re- 
ceived communications from Chambers 
and his conclusions are being checked, 


Both Met a Stranger, 


With a month to live—the execution 
Of Ruth and the former corset sales- 
man is set for January 12, 1928—the 
widow today rejoiced in her cell over 
this latest development in her case, 
which may at least postpone the elec- 
trocution. 

Chambers’ “new evidence” concerns 
a meeting of Gray and Mrs. Snyder with 
a@ mysterious stranger in the Warner 
Hotel at Amsterdam, N. Y., in the mid- 
dle of last January—two months be- 
fore the murder. Amsterdam is a 
town midway in the sales route which 
Gray traveled for his corset company, 
and on the January trip he took Mrs. 
Snyder with him. 

Although customarily stopping in 
the Barnes Hotel while in Amsterdam, 
Gray checked in at the Warner Janu- 
ary 12 with Ruth as “Mr. and Mrs. 
Frank M. Hayden of Chicago.” 

They were joined there by and for 
days were much in the company of a 
tall, sparely built man with a closely 
clipped mustache. The name used by 
the latter is now believed to have been 
an alias and he is said to have been 
from Syracuse. 

Recognizes Gray’s Pieture. 

“T recognized Judd Gray as Hayden 
the moment I saw his pictures in the 
paper in connection with the Snyder 
case,” J. Vasill, proprietor of the War- 
ner Hotel, told this writer yesterday.

Tomorrow’s witnesses, said Taft, 
would be expected to assert that Remus 
acted in entirely normal fashion while 
he was incarcerated in the two Ohio 
jails. 


Plans to Have Daughter Testify. 


The prosecutor adhered to his ex- 
pressed intention to present Ruth 
Remus, daughter of the slain woman; 
Harry Brown, brother of Mrs. Remus, 
and Franklin L. Dodge, jr., as rebuttal 
witnesses, but said their appearance 
was not imminent. 

Dodge, former Federal Department of 
Justice agent, who obtained the con- 
viction which sent Remus to the peni- 
tentiary, has beer in Cincinnati a 
month waiting to be called to the wit- 
ness stand. 

Remus’ plea of transitory maniacal 
insanity was based largely upon his 
assertion that during and after his in- 
carceration at Atlanta, Dodge and Mrs.

Other parts of his testimony not 
questioned by the prosecution were 
that he had narrated to Remus many 
Stories alleging infidelity with Dodge 
on the’part of Mrs. Remus and that 
upon each occasion he had observed re- 
actions in Remus which convinced him 
his old friend was insane. 

After five-hour court-days for a 
month, tomorrow’s sessions will be 
five and one-half hours, with six-hour 
sessions for the remainder of the pro- 
tracted trial.

New York, Dec, 11.—The Faber liner 
Patria, the first vessel to emerge from

ACCORD NOT CLEAR CUT,

Evidence of Europe’s Desire 
for Peace Is Said to - 
| Be Indicated. 


Geneva, Dec. 11 (A.P.).—The deter- |. 


mination of the powers great and small, 
including Soviet Russia, to «maintain 
in: @&® permanent way ‘the peace of 
Europe clearly appears to all the dele- 
gates as the feature of the December 
session of the council of the League of 
Nations. The council will conclude its 
work tomorrow. 

The settlement of the Polish-Lith- 
uanian dispute, which, while not \so 
clear-cut and definite as some would 
have liked, is regarded as evidence of 
Europe’s desire for peace. Premier 
Waldemaras, of Lithuania, and M. 
Zaleski, Polish foreign minister, im- 
mediately sought to promote this de- 
sire for peace in a practical way by 
conferring today as to measures best 
suited for the inauguration of normal 
relations between their countries. 

The Lithuanian premier leaves for 
Kovno tonight with a document in his 
pocket calculated to satisfy the aspira- 
tions of his fellow. countrymen, and 
that is the declaration read by Jonk- 
heer Beelaerts Van Blokland before the 
council that the peace settlement be- 
tween Lithuania and Poland in no wise 
affects the liquidation of various ques- 
tions such as the rights Lithuania 
claims over Vilna. 


All Hinges on Vilna Dispute. 


M. Waldemaras said 
spondents today: 

“You see that our claims to Vilna 
have not been prejudiced in the least. 
After all everything that we hope to 
settle with Poland turns on the prob- 
lem of Vilna. 

“To establish permanently friendly 
relations we must negotiate the open- 
ing up of the frontier, now closed, and 
arrange for resumption of communica- 
tions and travel. We must gradually 
build up an entente cordiale, which 
perhaps will lead to diplomatic iela- 
tions.” 

That the Lithuanian and Polish gov- 
ernments may encounter snags in the 
process of becoming perfectly nice 
neighbors is expected by League lead- 
ers who are rejoicing that the League 
machine exists to help in the solution 
of such eventualities or troublesome 
quarrels which may arise between other 
governments. 

The disposition of Soviet Russia to 
cooperate with the league endeavors 
to prevent serious conflicts, as was 
evidenced by Maxim Litvinoff’s soothing 
influence on Lithuania and collabora- 
tion in the disarmament plans, con- 
tinues to bring expressions of satisfac- 
tion from the statesmen of the West, 
among them Sir Austen Chamberlain 
and M Briand. Should M. Tchitcherin, 
the Soviet foreign minister, come to 
Geneva for the disarmament meeting 
on March 15, it is believed he will meet 
Sir Austen Chamberlain on that occa- 
sion, since the March council session 
probably will overlap the disarmament 
meeting. In the league circles, there- 
fore, it is predicted that efforts to 
restore normal relations between Rus- 
sia and Great Britain will not be 
abandoned. . 

Marshal Pilsudski, the Polish pre- 
mier, entrained today for Warsaw. He 
passed the night in his private car at 
the railroad station. Zaleski announced 
this evening that he had had a suc- 
cessful conversation with Waldemaras 
and that formal, negotiations would 
begin at Riga some time in January. 


Murchison, Athlete, 
Has Serious Relapse 


Decatur, Ill., Dec. 11 (A.P.).—After 
regaining consciousness late Saturday 
night and showing every sign of a 
definite improvement, Loren Murchi- 
son, noted sprinter, suffered a serious 
relapse late today in St. Mary’s Hos- 
pital. 

The antitoxin treatment brought by 
Murchison’s own doctor from St. Louis 
apparently effected a considerable im- 
provement in his condition, when he 
regained complete consciousness Sat- 
urday night, after five days of coma. 
Tonight, however, he sank again into 
a semidelirious condition. Murchison 
has an epidemic form of cerebro- 
spinal meningitis, which is usually 
fatal, doctors say.

BRITISH DISCUSS ITALIAN 
RELATIONS WITH BRIAND 


Chamberlain and Ambassa- 
dor Graham Confer at 
Geneva Luncheon. 


DIRECT PARLEY SOUGHT 


Geneva, Dec. 11 (A.P.).—A frank re- 
view of Franco-Italian relations was 
made by Foreign Minister Briand, of 
France, and Sir Sir Austen Chamber- 
lain, British secretary for foreign affairs, 
today at a luncheon attended by Sir 
Ronald W. Graham, British Ambassa- 
dor to Rome, especially summoned to 
Geneva by Sir Austen. 


The object of the discussion was to 
determine the exact nature of the ques- 
tions which seemingly have caused re- 
cent friction between France and Italy, 
and to lay, if possible, the groundwork 
for a later interview between M. Briand 
and Signor Mussolini, the Italian pre- 
mier. Sir Ronald was called in on the 
conference because of his special knowl- 
edge of Italian conditions and the de- 
sire of the French foreign minister to 
hear the views of a third party, excel- 
lently placed to study developments. 

Today’s conference indicated anew 
that the great problem which makes 
statesmen nervous about Franco-Ital- 
ian relations is Il Duce’s anxiety to find 
an economic outlet for Italy’s growing 
population and his desire to have Ital- 
ians given the privilege of preserving 
their Italian nationality Ahiefly in 
French colonies, such as Tunis and 
Algeria. 

Some 800,000 Italians live on French 
soil, principally néar the Italian fron- 
tier. Just how quickly these Italians 
can be absorbed into French national 
life, is a matter of concern to the 
French government. 

In other words, the Franco-Italian 
problem from the French standpoint is 
how to foster a reasonable national 
spirit for the respective countries 
without permitting Italians on French 
soil to develop into a menacing ele- 
ment for the French government, while 
from the Italian viewpoint the situa- 
tion resolves itself into the desire for 
increased economic. possibilities for 
Italian workers in France and in 
French possessions, and the privilege 
of maintaining their national and cul- 
tural entity. 

The possibility of political coopera- 
tion in the Mediterranean as a sub- 
stitute for political jealousies engen- 
dered by such acts as the Italian alli- 
ance with Albania as an answer to the 
French treaty with Jugoslavia, is an- 
other matter the statesmen are study- 
ing. When the groundwork for fruit- 
ful conversations has ‘been properly 
laid, it is believed that a conference 
between the Italian and French pre- 
miers will be arranged; but this will 
require time. 


America’s Per Capita 
Saving Deposits $220 


New York, Dec. 11 (A.P.).—Equal 
distribution of the Nation’s total sav- 
ings deposited in banks would give 
each person in the United States $220, 
the American Bankers Association an- 
nounced today. At the end of June 
$26,000,000,000 was reported on de- 
posit in savings accounts, an increase 
of $1,368,094,000 over thea 1926 aggre- 
gate. 

New York led all other States in the 
per capita deposit increases with a gain 
of $43. Rhode Island was second with 
$34, and Massachusetts third with $33. 
More than 82 per cent of the total gain 
was in New England: and the Middle 
Atlantic States, the report showed.

Agriculture Is Secondary as. 
Campaign Is Waged to Mar- - 
shal Factory Forces. 


BIG DUTIES FOR IMPORTS 


Moscow, Dec. 11 (A.P.).—Transfor-: 
mation of Soviet Russia from an agri- 
cultural to an industrial country, 
economically independent, is the ex- 
planation given by officials in connec~ 
tion with the present intensive cam- 
paign to marshal the country’s indus+ 
trial forces. Every possible resource, 
at the governmerit’s command is being 
utilized to increase industrial activi-. 
ties, Soviet economic officials believing 
if this is accomplished to a worth-while 
degree it will relieve greatly the ung 
employment situation, since industry 
always absorbs the surplus peasan. 
population. 


Russian foreign trade, which is a 
state monopoly, now is being directed 
strictly along lines calculated to ad- 
vance industrial development in every. 
way possible. 

Luxuries and even articles in general” 
use, such as clothing, are being ex- 
cluded or grudgingly admitted only on 
payment of heavy duties. Of the $63,- 
500,000 which Soviet trade agencies 
spent in the United States last year, 
cotton represented more than $42,000,-., 
000, agricultural machinery, mostly 
tractors, $5,500,000, and metals more 
than $5,000,000. Thus it will be seen 
that raw materials and machinery con-. 
stitute almost the entire Soviet pur- 
chases. 

While little foreign capital is coming 
into Russian industry, Soviet economic 
authorities have invested considerable 
sums from the country’s own resources. 
The recently signed Percival-Farquaha™ 
contract, stipulating a forty-two 
million-dollar credit for erecting a gi- 
gantic metal plant with modern ma- 
chinery at Makeva, is welcome‘ heartily 
in Soviet economic circles, since it -ix. 
believed it will vastly increase produc- 
tion of cast tron, and in general stimu- 
late the metal industry of South Russia. 

The campdign designed to supplani 
private trade with cooperative trade is 
continuing, meanwhile, with renewec 
energy. Soviet statistics reveal 64,000 
private stores closed during the pass 
year whilé 8,500 cooperative state stores 
opened. Since the cooperative stores 
are much larger, it is calculated, thi. 
reduction in number has not in the 
least reduced trade facilities as a whole. 


Guadalupe Shrine 


Mexico City, Dec. 11 (A.P.).—For the 
second time in nearly 400 years Mex- 
ico’s greatest religious festival will be 
lacking ceremonial tomorrow at the 
Shrine of the Virgin of Guadalupe, the 
country’s patron saint. 

Ever since 1533 Catholics have made 
pilgrimages to the Shrine of Guadalupe 
on December 12, the anniversary of the. 
appegfance of the Blessed Virgin, but 
the new religious regulations of the 
government that caused priests to with-. 
draw from all churches throughout 
Mexico a year and a half ago, made it, 
necessary to observe the day for the 
first time last year without priests 
officiating.

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CONTINUES 
TO FUSE TO ENTE 
RACE FOR PRESIDENT 


But Will Not Interfere With 
Efforts of Friends in 
His Behalf. 


DISCUSSES FARM AID 
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BILL AND PROHIBITION 


Insists on Equalization Fee as 
the Best Plan in Curing 
Agricultural Situation. 


(Associated Press.) 

Still declining to make an out-and- 
out declaration that he is a candidate 
for the Republican presidential nomina- 
tion, Frank O. Lowden let it be known 


yesterday, however, that he would not 
interfere with the efforts of his friends 
in his behalf. 

The former Governor of Illinois de- 
clared himself to be still in mystery as 
to the exact nature of his status re- 
garding the nomination, but he smil- 
ingly gave the assurance that “what- 
ever that status is there is little likeli- 
hood of its being changed.” 

Adhering to the opinion that he 
formed on August 2 when President 
Coolidge issued his “do not choose” 
statement in the Black Hills, Lowden 
said he believed Mr. Coolidge never in- 
tended to be a candidate in 1928 and 
that his recent amplification was un- 
necessary to convince him that the 
President had been entirely eliminated. 

In Lowden’s opinion, the most im- 
portant issue in the next campaign is 
to bring agriculture on an equal foot- 
ing with industry and labor, and he 
said this could be brought about by the 
enactment of a farm relief bill with 
an equalization fee to defray the cost 
of controlling surpluses. 

Lowden, who came here to attend the 
Gridiron Club banquet, declared there 
would be many other issues brought 
Out in the campaign, but he passed 
these by with the statement that the 
condition of agriculture was foremost. 
As to- prohibition, he said he was in 
complete agreement with the discus- 
sion of this question by the President 
in his annual message. which declared 
for strict enforcement and observance 
by both the officials charged with car- 
rying out provisions of the Volstead act 
and by the public. 

In discussing agricultural relief the 
former Illinois governor declared that. 
no good would come from any attempt 
to better the condition of the farmer 
at the expense of business. 


Spurns Cutting Tariff. 


“I can see no good for agriculture,” 
he said, “by reducing the tariff. Agri- 
culture needs the tariff fully as much 
as industry ever needed it.” 

He drew an analogy between the pres- 
ent status of the McNary-Haugen farm 
relief bill and the coming presidential 
campaign, and the homestead and land 
grant bill and the campaign of 1860. 
The homestead bill, he raid, was vetoed 
by President Buchanan as “socialistic 
and uneconomic” only to be passed 
during the Lincoln administration. 

“The Republican Party was founded,” 
Lowden declared, “by an understand- 
ing between free Western farmers and 
Eastern business interests which desired 
protection. It has been demonstrated 
that the two can not get very far apart. 
Their interests are still identical. That 
combination should be continued.” 


Fee Best Foundation. , 


Insistent that the equalization fee 
System was the best foundation for any 
comprehensive farm relief, Lowden was 
of the opinion, however, that it did not 
have to be authorized immediately 
Agriculture can wait, he added, but in 
the end the fee will prove to be the best 
way to solve the surplus problem. 

He declared himself in full agreement 
with President Coolidge that cooperative 
associations can best stabilize agricul- 
ture, but he felt that without the fee 
“or its equivalent” it would be seriously 
handicapped. To pay the cost of sta- 
bilization out of the Treasury would be 
to subsidize the farmer, which; Mr. 
Lowden declared, agriculture does not 
want. He said he saw no legal bar- 
riers to the fee nor any insuperable 
difficulties to its collection. 

He took issue with the President in 
the belief that acreage responds to price, 
adding: 

“If the Farm Board would attempt to 
boost prices unreasonably, undoubtedly 
increased acreage would follow, but no 
board would do that, because the farm- 
ers themselves are as wary of unusually 
high prices as they are of abnormally 
low prices.” 


FESS HITS SENATE’S 
RIGHT TO BAR’ VARE 


Predicts Pennsylvanian Will 
Be Given His Seat Dur- 


ing Investigation. 


Lancaster, Pa., Dec. 11 (A.P.).—Sena- 
tor Simeon D. Fess, of Ohio, in ad- 
dressing ® mass meeting at the 
Young Men’s Christian Association 
here today, questioned the right of the 
United States Senate to withhold the 
Oath of office from Senator-elect Will- 
iam S. Vare, of Pennsylvania. 

The Ohio Senator said Vare would 
be given his seat in the Senate dur- 
ing the investigation of his campaign. 

“While Pennsylvania is deprived of a 
representative, the Constitution is be- 

violated,” he asserted. In an in-

‘Curtis is courteous and patient, even 
when pried away from his post of duty 
on the Senate floor and asked to en- 
lighten members of. the press on the 
many and varied matters coming into 
the legislative grind. The distinctive 
Curtis smile accompanies his greeting. 
He usually talks in a low but clearly 
audible yoice. When occasion requires, 
however, he can make an impassioned 
and eloquent speech and he confesses 
that he sometimes “ mad clear 
through” and used to show his temper 
in his yo er days. 

Now he sometimes gets mad, -but 
does not show it. Words are seldom 
wasted in a business interview with 
the Republican leader. He comes to 
the point at once, says just enough to 
clarify the question and deals with 
facts rather than forecasts. and specu- 
lation. He never says anything for 
publication which will be offensive to 
any of his fellow senators, no matter 
what their politics and no matter how 
violently they disagree with him on 
any issue. 


* 
Always a Square Shooter. 

Curtis is known to senators as a 
square shooter. But he himself tells of 
an incident of the old frontier days 
which might be magnified into a “moral 
issue” if any political.opponent wants 
to hark back to the time when Curtis 
was 13 years old, weighed 80 pounds 
and kept starvation away by riding for 
@ Toaming racing stable. 

The owner for whom Curtis rode was 
a judge and typical exponent of 
frontier days. He had a fine looking 
horse named Brown Tom, which was 


traveling stable had cleaned up so that 
it became necessary to disguise the 
thoroughbreds by shaving their necks 
and sides and making them look like 
work horses when the time came for 
the stable’s invasion into Texas. 

Besides Brown Tom there was a little 
mare named Cary which looked like a 
pony but could beat Brown Tom by 
@ wide margin. A double-crossing band 
of sharpshooters and thieves had ar- 
ranged to match the best horses that 
the traveling stable could produce, and 
all the dollars that could be scraped to- 
gether in that part of the State were 
staked on the outcome. 


Diamond Cut Diamond. 


Realizing that it was a case of dila- 
mond cut diamond, the judge sent 
young Curtis to hang around the rival 
stable. and ask for any odd jobs that 
might be given him. When the day of 
the race came the owner of the rival 
stable refused to put a horse in the 
race against Brown Torh, in view of 
the latter’s reputation. The judge then, 
with befitting profanity, offered to 1 <e 
his little mare Cary against anything 
put against her, 

“That is,” the judge remarked as an 
afterthought, “if you can give me some 
one to ride her.” 

The offer was snapped up and it was 
suggested that the boy hanging around 
the stable might serve as rider. Cary, 
with young Curtis in the saddle, won 
easily despite the fact that the local 
stable fired revolvers during the race to 
frighten her and a sent a yelping dog 
on to the track to impede her progress. 

After the race, all the horses ‘belong- 
ing to the traveling stable were put in 
a corral to be taken to the next stop- 
ping place. But the next morning 
they were all gone excepting a pinto 
horse and a mule. When lobbyists 
come to Washington with plans to carry 
off the Congressional Library and the 
Treasury; Curtis instinctively recalls the 
old frontier days when his master’s 
stable was carried away. 


Hardest Worker in Congress. 

It is generally conceded that no man 
who has been in Congress in recent 
years works harder and gets more done 
in the course of a day than Curtis of 
Kansas. He gets up about 7 o’clock 
and seldom fails to awaken at that 
precise hour though he relies on force 
of habit and not an alarm clock. An 
effeption to the rule occurred a few 
days ago when he had a breakfast en- 
gagement at 8 o’clock at the White 
House. He awoke at 7 as usual but 
made the mistake of turning over for 
a few moments additional rest and 
this broke up the schedule. Fortunate- 
ly he just managed to be at the White 
House on time. 

After a tub and twenty minutes al- 
loted for dressing, the Senator is 
ready for breakfast at 7:30. Grape 
fruit. two soft-boiled eggs, toast and 
coffee is the usual breakfast. Then 
the senator tackles the morning papers 
while waiting to be driven to his of- 
fice in the Senate Office Building. Be- 
| tween 8 and 9 o’clock, Curtis is at his 
“office ready for the day’s work which 
may keep him going more or less under 
sustained pressure over a stretch of 15 
or 16 hours. 

Engagements of importance loom up 
at the outset of nearly every day. It 
is not unusual for the President to 
want him early at the White House 
and Cabinet officers phone in for 
morning appointments at their offices, 
while senators. in groups want con- 
ferences and any pressing matter that 
is to come up on the floor on the day 
in question means preliminary discus- 
sion and advance work. This is all 
apart from the regular committee 
meetings which take place as early as 
10 o’clock on many occasions. And the 
Senator usually arranges for time to 
squeeze in visits by delegations and 
others who come to Washington and 
express a desire to talk with him. 


His First Duty in Senate. 


If Curtis had a crisp $100 bill for 
every time he has said, “Mr. President, 
I suggest the absence of a quorum,” he 
would be rolling in wealth. This is 
usually his first duty when he reaches 
the Senate floor and finds only a hand- 
ful of senators present. As the clerk 
goes through the quorum call, senators 
drift in and gravitate toward Curtis’ 
desk on the back row center-aisle seat 
oh the Republican side. 

Groups from three to a dozen sena- 
tors are noted as a rule in early con- 
ference with the Republican leader. 
During stormy day. of debate or when 
legislative business of importance is be- 
ing enacted, Curtis can be seen direct- 
ing operations on his side of the cham- 
ber or assuming the role of leader for 
both sides with the consent of the 
ye re . 

It is always done quietly, with the 
senator from-Kansas seemingly in the 
background until the moment for ac- 
tion is at hand. Whenever Curtis comes 
out into the center aisle and says, “Mr. 
President,” it means definite action of 
some sort. The senator refrains from 
making speeches excepting when he 
feels something definite is going to be 
one 
to engaging in the rapid-fire debates.

Curtis gets to his home after a day’s 


Session between 5 and 6 o'clock and 


sometimes as late as 7 in the evening. 
He has a brief respite until dinner time 
unless urgent messages or callers on 
some emergency matter await his home- 
coming. 

After dinner, as a rule, he takes his 
long evening or night walks, usually 
alone, but sometimes in the company 


‘of some friend who can stand the pace. 


A few of the senators and newspaper 
men who dare personal frientis have tried 
discussing Matters with Curtis on these 
night walks. They find more difficulty 
in keeping up with the pace set by Cur- 
tis than in getting their desired in- 
formation. 

The senator retires‘ about midnight, 
or shortly thereafter, and has trained 
himself to get to sleep “as soon as he 
hits the bed,” as he himself expresses 
it. Reading reports of committees and 
looking up precedents on parliamentary 
questions which may arise the next 
day form part of the work which keeps 
him busy until midnight. And an av- 
erage of a dozen telephone calls per 
night reminds him of his post of lead- 
ership. Interest in the radio and in 
current literature provide diversion for 
Curtis on the rare occasiong when he 
has any time for diversion. 


Leadership Gravitated to Him. 


An outstanding feature of Curtis’ ca- 
reer has been the way he has gravitated 
toward leadership in whatever line of 


endeavor he has taken up, according 
to his friends. He led in races when 
he was a youth in the saddle. At one 
race down in Texas the man for whom 
Curtis was riding called him over for 
final instructions. He was seated with 
@ loaded rifle across his knees. 

“Son,” he said, “the last dollar I 
have in the world is on this race. If 
you don’t win, don’t stop when you 
come to the finish line. Keep right on 
going, and if you hear what seems like 
your horse’s hoofs don’t be too sure 
about the sounds. Maybe they’ll be 
bullets.” ’ 

Curtis/ won, or he might not be here 
to tell the story. ° 

When he becams a reporter on the 
North Topeka Times at the age of 17, 
back in 1877, he soon went to the 


front as a live newspaper man in every | 


part of Shawnee County. When he 
began the study of law in the office 
of A. H. Case he led the way to aspiring 
young attorneys by being admitted to 
the bar at the age of 19, and when he 
later began to practice in earnest he 
became a leader in his profession and 
in 1884 was elected prosecuting attor- 
ney for Shawnee County. 


Begins Service in Congress. 


His record as prosecuting attorney, 
his vigorous enforcement of the law 
without fear or favor, established 
another record for leadership in the 
county and then, in 1892, began his 
almdést unbroken years of service in 
Congress here, in the House, until 1907 
and then in the Senate. He was 
looked upon as a leader in the House 
and became assistant Republican whip. 
He was made assistant Republican whip 
and assistant floor leader in the Senate 
in 1915 and gravitated naturally to- 
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ward leadership and was elected floor 
leader by the Republican conference 
in December, 1924. Iie was unanimbusly 
reelected leader by the Republicans at 
this session. 

The Curtis-for-President movement 
started in Kansas last July. Curtis 
clubs began to spring up and petitions 
on his behalf were circulated without 
his knowledge or consent. Curtis 
promptly took steps to stop the move- 
ment, but it kept on. Then the sen- 
ator made a compromise with those 
who insisted upon demanding that he 
become a candidate. He said he wished 
to do nothing until he felt assured that 
President ,Coolidge would not run or 
would not permit himself to be drafted. 

If his friends ‘would agree to hold off 
until he had an opportunity of ascer- 
taining whether the President would 


be a candidate or permit himself to be’ 


drafted, he would agree to let them 
know at the first opportunity what the 
situation was with respect to the Presi~- 
ent’s position on the nomination. 
at was agreed to and the bargain 
was sealed and lived up to. 


Guest on Mayflower. 


Then came the trip which Curtis 
made with President Coolidge aboard 
the Mayflower, and the following day 
Curtis-openly announced to his friends 
in particular and to the country in 
general that has was an out-and-out 
candidate for the nomination. 

Curtis is not a stalking horse for 
any one. He is after delegates for him- 
self and means business. He is assured 
of a solid Kansas delegation and his 
supporters expect delegates from Okla- 
homa, Missouri and a number of other 
States. Friendly letters and telegrams 
from 30 States have so far reached Cur- 
tis’ office here. 

The effect which the announcement 
of Curtis’ candidacy has had on sena- 
tors here is rather unusual in the sense 
that they began consideration of it 
none too seriously but changed their 
views in many cases after second 
thought. They do not discuss it in 
the light of a probability but say that 
if, by any turn of the wheel, Curtis 
should be nominated and elected the 
country would have the services of a 
man whose reputation for leadership, 
safe and sane policies and constructive 
achievement is beyond challenge. And 
they point to the fact that Curtis’ 
record on much-discussed questions be- 
for the public is generally conceded to 
be a political asset in more ways than 
one. 


Far-Flung Appeal in Record. 


On legislative reform, farm relief, 
law enforcement,. woman suffrage, 
economy, tariff, protection of legiti- 
mate ‘business, development of the 
West, soldier bonus and‘so on down 
the line, the record which the senator 
from Kansas has written for himself 
would have a far-flung appeal, accord- 
ing to his supporters. ) 

Curtis is a Methodist, but believes 
that religious tolerance is a corner- 
stone of government. ‘ 

“IT believe everybody has a right to 
belong to any church he sees fit,” 
Curtis declares, and believeS in re- 
ligious liberty to the fullest extent as 
guaranteed by the Constitution. He 
has no predictions as to what the 
issue in the next campaign will be as 
he believes issues can not be made in 
advance. 

“We tried to talk tariff in 82 and 
they made us talk silver,” he recently 
remarked. . 

Curtis is not prone to make predic- 
tions, anyway, as he usually has 
enough to do to take care of things 
that are happening or have happened. 
He is in the race with full realization 
of. what it means. His friends, of 
course, know that he may be a long 
shot. But then, Curtis used to be a 
jockey. ‘

TITULESCU IS SHOCKED 


Bucharest, Roumania, Dec. 11 (A.P.). 
The American Minister, William 8S. Cul- 
bertson, up to late tonight had re- 
ceived no further word respecting the 
condition of William N. Keller, Ameri- 
can-born citizen, of Lindenhall, Pa., 
who was assaulted by Roumanian stu- 
dents during ant.-Semitic riots at 
Oradea Mare. If by noon tomorrow the 
minister fails to raceive satisfaction 
from the Roumanian government he 
will proceed to Oradea Mare and per- 
sonally investigate facts of the case. 

Culbertson yesterday protested 
againsi the attack on an American 
citizen and demanded an investigation, 
indemnification of the victim and pun- 
ishment of his assailants. Foreign Min- 
ister Titulescu already has admitted to 
the American Minister one of the most 
serious. aspects of his complaint—fail- 
ure of the local authorities to sllow 
Keller or his wife to communicate 
with the American authorities at Buch- 
arest. 

“This is one of the most elementary 
rights of any foreigner living in another 
country,” ‘said Titulescu, who was 
shocked by the story of Keller’s mis- 
treatment. 

What makes the attack more flag- 
rant is that Keller displayed the Ameri- 
can flag over his store in order to escape 
violence at the hands of the students. 
Neither the Stars and Stripes nor his 
American citizenship, however, saved 
him. 

The riots in Transylvania are assum- 
ing more serious proportions. It is 
learned that two British subjects have 
also suffered violence. The _ British 
Minister at Bucharest immediately dis- 
patched the first secretary of the lega- 


‘tion to the spot to get all the facts at 


first hand. 


DEATH OF AMERICAN 
“TS SHANGHAI MYSTERY 


F. R.- Stuart Believed Mur- 
dered by Rickshaw Runner 
in Native City. 


Shanghai, Dec. 11 (A.P.).—Mystery 
still surrounds the death of Frederick 
R. Stuart, an American who, having 
lived for a quarter of a century in the 
Far East, was found yesterday shot to 
death in the Chinese quarter near the 
international settlement. The police 
are convinced he was murdered. 

When the body was found the man’s 
pockets were empty and his hat, over- 
coat and shoes were missing. The 
police believe Stuart was the victim of 
a dishonest rickshaw runner, who took 
him to the native city, where confed- 
erates attempted robbery, followed by 
murder. The rickshaw men are known 
to be operating in the settlement in 
conjunction with thieves in the native 
city. 

Last August Stuart was appointed a 
deputy United States marshal for the 
United States Court in China and took 
four prisoners to Washington State and 
returned to Shanghai in October. It 
is believed his home town was either 
St. Anthony, Idaho, or Jacksons Lake, 
Wyo. He went to the Philip» ines at 
the time of the occupation and served 
with the United States forces. Later 
he was a captain in the Manila fire de- 
partment. He had lived in Shanghai 
twelve years. }

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NATIONAL DEFENSE PROGRAM. 

The House of Representatives has voted an 
appropriation for elevating the guns on cer- 
tain battleships. Secretary Wilbur in his an- 
nual report recommends the modernization of 
five more battleships of the Oklahoma class, 
the construction of additional cruisers and de- 
stroyer leaders, and an increase in naval per- 
sonnel, President Coolidge supports the recom- 
mendation for additiona] naval vessels. 

Now comes Representatiye Wood, of In- 


diana, chairman of the appropriations subcom- 
mittee in charge of Shipping Board appropria- 
tions, offering a bill for the reorganization of 
the merchant marine. Mr. Wood has made a 
thorough study of the problem, and has worked 
out a plan that meets the peculiar requirements 
of the United States. These requirements are: 
That the merchant marine should be privately 
owned and operated; that steamship routes 
should be so maintained as to foster American 
commerce; that the merchant marine should 
be a reserve auxiliary of the Navy, both in ves- 
sels and personnel, 

Public ownership and operation is a failure, 
so declared by President Coolidge and by all 
other competent observers, The Government 
can not successfully operate ships in commerce 
and at the same time expect private enterprise 
to engage in the same business. Some method 
must be found that will make it possible for 
private enterprise to campete with foreign 
ship operators in ocean commerce. Mr. Wood’s 
plan provides for payment by the Government 
of a portion of the cost of new vessels, in re- 
turn for a guarantee of service for a term of 
years. Provision is made for recapture .of 
ships so that the Government could resell] them, 
The Postmaster General would be authorized 
to make mai] contracts for five or ten years, 
thus contributing to the stability of foreign 
routes. 

“~The bill also provides for classifying exist- 
ing vessels, so that those suitable for operation 
may be disposed of, and those not suitable for 
commerce turned over to the’ Government for 
purely official service, not in competition with 
commercial vessels. A merchant marine train- 
ing school is provided for, to which young men 
may be sent from all parts of the country for 
training in seamanship and such other train- 


ing as would make them effective naval re-. 


servists. 

This plan is simple, easily executed, and ef- 
fective. The advances made for new construc- 
tion would not be as much as the amount now 

-expended, Instead of proceeding blindly, 
without knowing what the merchant marine 
will cost or whether services will be main- 
tained, the Government would know exactly 
what its merchant marine would cost, and 
competent operation of ocean routes would be 
adsured. 

Since it is impossible for the United States 
te have a merchant marine unless the Govern- 
ment enables private enterprise to meet foreign 
competition on something near equality, and 
since the national interest and security require 
the maintenance of a merchant marine, regard- 
Jess of cost, it is evident that the plan pro- 

: posed by Representative Wood is the most 

practicable that has been devised. It should 
be given early consideration, as a part of the 
program for bringing the national defenses up 
to the point required for the Nation’s sceurity. 


INTERNATIONAL AIR CONFERENCE. 


President Coolidge has suggested that an 
. international civil aviation conference and ex- 
hibition be held next December in conjunction 
with the Department of Commerce annual 
aeronautical gathering. ‘‘Next December,” the 
y _ President pointed out, ‘“‘will witness the twenty- 
fifth anniversary of the first flight by man in 
nm power-driven, heavier-than-air machine.

PRIVATE HELP TO UNCLE ‘SAM, 


Opposition to the reelection of David S. 
Barry, sergeant at arms of the Senate, is 
threatened on account of Mr. Barry’s refusal 
last spring to comply with the instructions of 
the Reed slush-fund committee. No public 
money was available to defray the expenses of 
Mr. Barry’s proposed errand to collect ballot 
boxes in Pennsylvania, and he refused to ac- 


cept money from private sources. 

The sergeant at arms deserves praise instead 
of condemnation for his refusal to perform a 
public service with private funds. It is con- 
trary to the spirit of the law, if not actually a 
punishable offense, for a public official to ac- 
cept expense money furnished by individuals. 
Many superheated patriots have offered to 
finance governmental inquiries which these 
patriots hoped would redound to their own 
advantage or the discomfiture of their private 
enemies. The policy of the Government has 
been to reject all attempts to finance public 
operations with private funds. 

The Reed committee had no right to finance 
its operations through private contributions. 
If its instructions to Mr. Barry had been 
obeyed a bad precedent would have been estab- 
lished. The practice of accepting the services 
of privately paid attorneys in prosecuting gov- 
ernmental cases was severely criticized by the 
President in one notable instance. 


NO MORE BUREAUCRACY, PLEASE. 


Speaking before the District Education As- 
sociation several nights ago, Dr. William M. 
Davidson, superintendent of schools of Pitts- 
burgh, called for support in the campaign to 
add to the executive departments one having 
to do with education, to be administered by a 
Cabinet officer. Education, said Dr. Davidson, 
is one of the biggest businesses in the United 
States from the standpoint of its money in- 
vestments, its working personnel and the num- 
ber of beneficiaries of its efforts. It is a scien- 
tific business, needing scientific care and 
scientific organization and set standards. To 
obtain these standards he holds that an or- 
ganization which will study the educational 
Edu- 
cation, he thinks, needs a dynamic départment 
of the Government, which will make accurate 


‘and scientific surveys of school systems and 


which will make available its findings to every 
municipality in an,economic and convenient 
form of publication. 

Without quarreling with any of Dr. David- 
son’s statements, the question may be asked 
as to what the Bureau of Education, of the 
Department of the Interior, is doing. Does it 
not fulfill those very functions which the 
superintendent of the Pittsburgh school system 
believes should bé filled? Is it not organized 
to act as a clearing house for educational effort 
throughout the country? Does it not make 
public regularly, in convenient printed form, 
its various researches and recommendations? 

There is no good reason why there should 
be a separate and distinct Federal Department 
of Education,- and even less likelihood that 
legislation establishing it can be passed. The 
Federal Bureau of Education has ample author- 
ity and dignity to handle whatever properly 
belongs in this important field. 


GERMAN-AMERICAN CLAIMS. 


In 1922, four years after the signing of the 
armistice, a commission was appointed to ad- 
just the claims of American citizens against 
Germany. Some 3,000 of these claims, involv- 
ing upward of $200,000,000, have been ex- 
amined, and the commission has awarded ap- 
proximately $180,000,000 to the claimants,. 

But there is a wide difference between 
awards and payments. American claimants 
have been compelled to depend upon Germany’s 
payments under the Dawes plan, which thus far 
has produced very small returns to the Ameri- 
cans, Even when the maximum is reached, 
which will not exceed $10,700,000 a year, there 
will be no hope of complete payment of the 
awards for nearly three-quarters of a century 
unless other plans are perfected. 3 

On the other hand, the United States has 
been lax in adjusting the claims of German na- 
tionals, who had investments in the United 
States approximating $500,000,000 when the 
peace treaty was signed. All this wealth was 
seized as “property of the enemy,” but abott 
half of it has been returned to the original 
owners, their representatives, or their heirs. 

A bill will be soon introduced in the House 
practically identical with the so-called alien 
property bill, which passed the House, but did 
not reach the Senate, in the last Congress, It 
is the purpose of House leaders to put this 
measure through and send it to the Senate 
before the Christmas recess. 

While under the terms of the Berlin treaty 
all the German property now in the hands of 
the alien property custodian is held as a pledge 
that Germany will meet its obligations under 
the Dawes plan, it is felt that there should be 
a better arrangement for the adjustment of the 
obligations of each country than is possible 
under present conditions, The withholding of 
German-owned property does not expedite Ger- 
many’s payments to American claimants. In 
the last analysis the Americans are dependent 
upon Germany’s capacity to pay.

WOMAN HELPS COMMERCE. 


Dr. Klein, chief of the Bureau of Foreign and 
Domestic Commerce of the Department of Com- 
merce, has built up a foRce of trade agents 
which has aided materially in creating a de- 
mand for American products abroad, especially 


in Latin America. So efficient has been the 
work of these pioneers that the department 
desires to extend the service in the interest of 
commerce. To this end Congress is asked to 
increase the appropriation for the trade com- 
missioners by $195,000 for the next fiscal year. 

The plan of the chief of the foreign trade 
division is heartily indorsed not only in the 
manufacturing sections of the country, but 
also among the fruit growers, especially those 
of the Pacific States, who have profited greatly 
by the increased foreign demand for their 
products. But it was hardly to be expected 
that a woman in Congress would appear as the 
champion of the movement. Yet that is what 
happened last week when Mrs. Edith Nourse 


Rogers, of Massachusetts, appeared before the - 


appropriations committee to advocate the ap- 
propriation asked by the Department of Com- 
merce. Mrs. Rogers was so well fortified in 
her arguments and so gallantly supported by 
other New England representatives that the 
manufacturers and mill owners of New England 
have reason to hope that the committee will 
report a bill carrying sufficient funds to enable 
Dr, Klein to send commissioners, expert in tex- 
tile trades, to British South Africa and to 
Australia. : 
Mrs. Rogers also asked that a representative 
of the Commerce Department be commissioned 
to go to the Far East in the interest of the 
leather trades. She also directed the attention 
of the committee on appropriations to the 
great need for the appointment of a chemical 
trade commissioner and funds to study the 
industrial equipment of the chemical industry. 
Mrs. Rogers appears to be thé first woman 
in Congress to have taken up so broad a sub- 
ject as the extension of American trade into the 
four corners of the earth, and those who heard 


her plea believe that she will succeed; not be- 


cause she is a woman, but because her argu- 
ments were sound and logical. 


BURIAL IN WESTMINSTER ABBEY. 


The minds of many people in England are 
greatly perturbed over the proposals for a new 
regulation of burials and a different arrange- 
ment of the monuments in Westminster Abbey. 
There is, on the whole, a strong feeling against 
the doing of anything likely to compromise the 
familiar aspect of the interior of the noble 
church. There appears to be also a concom- 
itant feeling that no additional interments or 
monuments should be admitted, the idea being 
that, in that event, the chapter and committee 
would have greater freedom to turn their at- 
tention to the more fundamental questions in- 


volved in the use of the church for commemo- 


rative purposes. 

It has been stated that claims to interment 
in the Abbey have hitherto had to be decided 
by the Dean, and that the attainments of any 
incumbent of that office, however great and 
varied they may be, are not necessarily of the 
type that would give him any special qualifica- 
tion for the appraisement of the essentials of 
eminence. Mistakes, both of exclusion and of 
inclusion, have been made in the past through 
erroneous judgment, They have not been very 
numerous, indeed, but similar errors are 
liable to occur in the future, as long as the 
Abbey is open for any interment and as long 
as human nature is fallible. 

It has also been asked if burial in the Abbey 
is any real criterion of eminence. If one sup- 
poses that, 100 years from now, the compara- 
tive merits of Wordsworth and Tennyson con- 
tinue to be discussed, one is inclined to the 
belief that it will not be specially in favor of 
the latter that he had a title and was buried 
with great pomp in Westminster Abbey, or 
greatly against the claims of the former that 
he lived and died a commoner and, when the 
end came, was laid quietly to rest in the 
church yard at Grasmere. Other factors than 
those external accidents will be’ invoked to 
determine the issue of préeminence between 
the two great nineteenth century poets. 


It is well to remember, however, that any 
half-baked cripple could carry a ball down the 
field if ten good men cleared the way.

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NEW SYSTEM PROPOSED 


Eight Districts of Six States 
Each With Competition 
Yearly Favored. 


GEOGRAPHI€AL. DIVISION 


Swarthmore, Pa., Dec. 11 (A.P.).— 
Former Rhodes scholars in the United 
States have proposed to the Rhodes 
trustees a change in the method of 
allotment, President Frank Aydelotte, 
of Swarthmore College, announced to- 


night. Dr. Aydelotte, who is American 
secretary to the Rhodes trustees, made 
the announcement in connection with 
the naming of the winners of 32 ap- 
pointments for scholarships to Oxford 
University, England, under the will of 
Cecil Rhodes. 

The outstanding fact in the history 
of scholarships since the war, said Dr. 
Aydelotte, has been the large increase 
in the competition and corresponding 
improvement in the quality of the men 
selected. 

“Encouraged by this improvement,” 
he said, “the former Rhodes scholars 
have proposed that the United States 
be divided into eight districts of six 
States each, with a competition to be 
held in every State every year instead 
of only two years out of three, as at 
present, and that each State commit- 
tee be allowed to nominate one or-two 
scholars who would appear before the 
regional committee as candidates for 
the four appointments from that dis- 
trict. The regional committee would 
then appoint the four best without re- 
gard to State lines. 

“This plan would insure a geographi- 
cal distribution of the scholarships 
among the different parts of the 
United States which is approximately 
the same as it is at present, but it 
would no longer guarantee each in- 
dividual State its share of the ap- 
pointments. ithin the given districts 
the appointments would go to the 
various States in proportion to the 
quality of their candidates.”

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ISSUE IN ORY LAW POLL 


Had No Idea of Using Results 
for Political Fight, 
Says Spafford. 


DRAIN ASSAILS REQUEST 


Indianapolis, Dec, 11 (A.P.).—Taking 
cognizance of criticism stirred up by 
his request for a national poll among 
posts of the American Legion on the 
prohibition question, Edward 8. Spaf- 
ford, mational commander of the le- 


gion, today took the view that no issue 
existed between him and his critics. 

Spafford said he merely proposed that 
such a noll be taken. He said he 
thought such a poll would have a salu- 
tary effect in the way of disclosing 
where the rank and file of the legion 
actually stood on the question of pro- 
hibition. In no sense, he insisted, did 
he order that @ poll be taken. 

“With me,” Spafford said, “the ques- 
tion simply is one of upholding the 
Constitution of the United States, of 
supporting the hand of the Goevrn- 
ment.” 

The national commander inclined to 
the view that a great “hue and cry was 
being made over nothing.” He said he 
was attempting to commit the legion 
to nothing, that he had no idea of per- 
mitting the results of such a poll to be 
used as a political lever and that the 
last thought in his mind was to induce 
the legion, as such, to enter the po- 
litical lists and participate in any leg- 
islative battle. 

Yesterday Gen. James A. Drain, past 
national commander of the legion, in a 
Statement from Spokane demanded 
that Spafford withdraw his request for 
such a poll on the ground that only a 
national convention could order a bal- 
lot to be taken on such a question. 
Other ‘local officials of the legion de- 
clined to permit their units to be used 
as the scene of such a poll. 

Spafford was here for a meeting of 
State commanders and adjutants to- 
morrow, and this afternoon attended a 
session of the national grievance ¢om- 
mittee. So far as could be learned the 
prohibition matter was not formally 
discussed.

Aerial Service Between U. S. 
and Mexico City Expected 
to Be a Result. 


CALLES WILL RECEIVE 
AMERICAN FORMALLY 


Good-Will Trip of 16,100 
Miles Planned by Former 
War Aviator. 


Mexico City, bec A.P.).—Develop- 
ment of Mexican tion and aerial 
Services between M..ico City and the 
United States will be stimulated great- 
ly by the proposed flight of Col. Charles 
A. Lindbergh from the United States 


to Mexico City, in the opinion of Emi- 
Mlano Carranza, Mexican flier, who a 
few months ago made the first nonstop 
flight from Mexico City to Juarez. 

The heads of the Mexican military 
and air forces and other Mexican fliers 
share Carranza’s opinion and are over- 
joyed at the oportunity of welcoming 
here a filer to whose exploits they have 
long paid tribute from a distance. 

Uncertainty as to Lindbergh’s route 
and length of stay has caused plans for 
his reception and entertainment to be 
made only on a tentative basis. An 
air squadron had been ordered in readi- 
ness to proceed to San Luis Potosi to 
escort Lindbergh to the capital, but 
with the latest dispatches indicating 
Lindbergh may proceed by way of Tam- 
pico, aviation headquarters is planning 
to send a squadron there or any point 
necessary. 

President Calles will hold a formal 
reception in honor of the American 
aviator, either at the National Palace 
or et Chapultepec Castle.

In an editorial, the 
newspaper declares Col. Lindbergh to 
be the greatest good will ambassador 
the United States could send. 

“The coming of no official represen- 
tative of the Washington State Depart- 
ment ever created such furor in Mex- 
ico as did the announcement of Lind- 
bergh’s coming,” the newspaper says, 
“because professional diplomats must 
come with a certain amount of for- 
mality, whereas Col. Lindbergh comes 
dressed in overalls and without re- 
strictions.

West, 26, with a hammer in their home 
at Perry, Ohio, last week. The girl 
will be taken before Municipal Judge 
Marvin - Helter for preliminary hearing 
on a first-degree murder charge. but 
it was considered unlikely that she 
would be asked to take the witness 
stand. 

Attorney Francis W. Poulson, of 
Cleveland, chief of defense counsel, de- 
clined to reveal his plans tonight. In- 
dications were, however, that he would 
abandon the previously announced plan 
of making a full presentation of the de- 
fense case at the hearing. The proceed- 
ings probably will not last longer than 
an hour, he said, and if thig.is true, 
time will be allowed only for formalities 
and for presentation of no more than 
the general aspects of the case. 

Rather than have the young widow 
narrate the detdils of her confession in 
which she told of killing her husband 
in a “blind rage” because he refused to 
go to a bridge party with her, insulted 
her and attacked her, the defense, it is 
expected, will sit back and let the State 
attempt to prove that the killing was 
premeditated. 

Such proof is nécessary under the 
law to sustain a first degree murder 
charge. Poulson may dwell upon the 
“blind rage” angle of his client’s con- 
fession to show that spontaneous anger 
and not premeditation caused the girl 
to grab a hammer and beat her hus- 
band over the head with it. 

He intimated his chief object will be 
to have the degree of the charge les- 
sened, in which case Mrs. West can be 
released on bond. Otherwise she will 
have to remain in her cell in Lake 
County jail.

equipped to keep a close hourly check 
on the weather. 

“To be on hand to give this service, 
although I am ieaving tonight for Chi- 
cago, I planned to be back on Wednes- 
day morning.

The weather map for the Southern 
States yesterday showed a trough of 
rain and fog moving in a southeast- 
erly direction across the Southern 
States. Last night this area had moved 
only a short distance and was spreari- 
ing out, promising a generally unset- 
tled condition for the remainder of 
the week. 

“The chances are,” said Dr. Rossby, 
“that this condition would grow worse 
before it gets better, with head winds 
which would make a nonstop flight 
impossible.” 

Col, Lindbergh’s day was divided be- 
tween flying and conferences. The 
large number of these conferences in 
which Army Air Corps officers have par- 
ticipated in an advisory capacity gave 
rise to a report that the Army would 
take an active part in the Mexican 
flight. This was denied by Maj. Gen. 
James A. Fechet, assistant chief of the 
Air Corps. 

“We consider Col. Lindbergh one of 
us,” said Gen. Fechet. “Any assistance 
which he may need naturally we would 
expect him to get from us. But outside 
of consulting Army officers, many of 
whom he knows personally, the Army is 
not participating in this flight in any 
way. Col. Lindbergh knows that if he 
wants any assistance he has only to 
ask for it. He has not done so as yet. 
If he were going to make stops en route 
naturally he would stop at our Army 
flying fields. But as he is going on a 
nonstop flight I don’t see that there is 
anything that we can do to help the 
colonel on his way after he leaves Bol- 
ling Field except to wish him luck.” 

The peace motive idea behind Col. 
Lindbergh’s flight, it was said, would 
in no way be jeopardized by his receiv- 
ing assistance from the Army Air Corps.

A friend and close adviser with whom 
Col. Lindbergh conferred yesterday re- 
vealed that since his success in Paris 
he has held strongly to the idea that 
long-distance flights which focus the 
attention of nations were of incalcu- 
lable value in promoting peace. Such 
flights, he feels, however, must be kept 
on an entirely unofficial basis and must 
not take on the aspect of “running 
good-will messages between countries.” 

Col. Lindbergh left the home of Capt. 
Emory Land, U. 3. N., whose guest he 
is, about noon for Bolling Field. He 
passed the afternoon on the Navy side 
of the field. He was invited by Navy 
flying officers to take his pick of a 
ship. “I’d like to fly them all,” was 
the ¢olonel’s boyish reply. He finished 
by flying three of them before the 
afternoon was over. 

He went up first in a Vought OU 
Navy plane, in which he stunted, dove 
and looped to the great enjoyment of 
the large Sunday crowd which was on 
the field. Upon coming down he took 
a Boeing fighter from the Navy hangar 
and tried this plane for a while. 

Displaying. the enthusiasm of a 
child with new toys his final choice 
was a Fairchild Navy plane on pon- 
toons. Capt. Land, his host, rode as 
passenger. This flight. marks one of 
the first which Col. Lindbergh has 
made off water. His take-off was per- 
fectly executed, and when he landed 
he expressed considerable enthusiasm 
for water planes. Before leaving the 
field he went to the hangar where the 
Spirit of St. Louis is berthed, but he 
did not fly this plane.

EW YORK, Dec. 11.—It is not offi- 
cially on the program, but the 
perennial subject of the draft will 

be the center of discussion at the major 
league meetings held in New York this 
week. The minor leagues, at their 
meeting in Dallas, spoke warlike words 
on the draft question, words to which 
the majors are expected to reply in 
equally belligerent tones. 

There has to be at least one quarrel 
in baseball every winter,'and this time 
it appears the draft is the elected bat- 
tle ground. 

Baseball's annual chatterfest gets 
under way tomorrow when the steering 
committees of both leagues meet at the 
Hotel Roosevelt. This is the first time 
these committees have gotten together 
with Baseball Commissioner K. ; 
Landis. As long as Ban Johnson was 
president of the American League he 
would not help steer anything for the 
judge. Ban wouldn’t even help the 
judge to a bum steer. 

On Tuesday the National League 
meets at the Waldorf. Wednesday the 
American League goes into the huddle 
at the Belmont. On Thursday the joint 
meeting of both leagues is scheduled, 
the scene moving ‘back to the Roose- 
velt. 


Both league meetings will con- 
sider the recommendations of the 
advisory council to forbid owner- 
ship of stock by players, man- 
agers or officials in ball clubs 
other than the one for which they 
work. 


Another advisory council proposal is 
the formation of a diSabled list, under 
‘which a club may retain incapacitated 
players without counting them in the 
limited active list. The cases of George 
Kelly, Johnny Mostil and the late Ross 
Young, all of whom were out of the 
game for long periods, brought this 
issue to the fore. 

The National League meeting will be 
the fifty-third annual. A new -board 
of directors will be elected. Presidents 
Charles A. Stoneham, of the Giants; 
Barney Dreyfuss, of the Pirates; Emil 
Fuchs, of the Braves, and Bill Veeck, 
of the Cubs, will compose the new 
board, which is picked in definite ro- 
tation under the rules. 

The Mathewson memorial com- 
mittee is to make. its final report, 
setting a date for the dedication 
of the memorial. to the famous 
Giant pitcher some time in June. 
It will be located on the Bucknell 
College campus. 


Continuation of the valuable player 
award will also come up. This idea 
has proved so popular that the mag- 
mates are expected to vote for it again 
without much palaver, although pa- 
lavering is right in their line. 

The 1928 schedules will be up for 
adoption by both leagues.

Naming of Half Back for All-Southern Team 
Recalls His Early Days of Gridiron; 
Deadly Tackler.

OUIS (“KNOCKY’”’) THOMAS, 
Maryland’s crack half back, named 
on the All-Southern football team, 

which plays an All-Pacific Coast eleven 
at Los Angeles on Christmas Day, is a 
Washington boy, who has just finished 
a brilliant football career at Maryland 
University. 

The story of Thomas reads like fic- 
tion. Amidst a galaxy of scholastic 
stars during his high school days at 
Tech young Thomas remained in the 
background, because no position could 
be found for him on Tech’s champion 
football eleven. Throughout the two 
seasons he was out with the squad, the 
youthful, ambitious gridironer made 
the weekly visits to the Central sta- 
dium and gloried in the feats of his 
fellow teammates. 

Little did he dream then that sev- 
eral of the players, whom he held up 
as heroes, would be in his place on the 
sidelines, watching him blaze his way 
through his college career. 


Although he failed to make the 
football team at high school, the 
grit and spirit of the lad at once 
attracted the attention of the 
coaches at Maryland, 


While Thomas may have lacked the 


polish and finesse of an open 
runner, a better defensive half back 
never played on the Maryland Fresh- 
man ‘Team. 

After a brilliant year with the, Mary- 
iand Freshman Eleven, “Knocky” added 
consternation to the_surprise of the 
local critics by making a regular half 
back position on the varsity team. 
During the last two seasons Thomas 
has been the outstanding ball carrier 
for the Old Liners, while his defensive 
play has been a byword throughout 
the Southern Conference, 


Thomas’ athletic ability is not 
confined to the gridiron. AS a 
member of the track team he has 
run regularly on the relay team 
and has run _ the 440-yard dash 
around 50 setonds consistently. 


Possessing that gridiron instinct, 
characteristic of great players, it can be 
said that Thomas is a natural football 
player. From his earliest associations 
with the game “Knocky,” asea member 
of the Stanton Juniors, who practiced 
in an alley and played on the old lot 
at Second and H Streets, was noted for 
his low, deadly tackling. 

Thomas, who will be -graduated in 
June, is 5 feet 11 inches in height and 
weighs 170 pounds.

BROCK AND SCHLEE

Plane Rises and Flies in an 
Easy Fashion With Big 
Load of Sand. 


Daytona Beach, Fla., Dec. 11 (A.P.).— 
First fuel and load tests with the gaint

NOT HELD BY TRUST, 
COMMISSION STATES 


Law of Supply and Demand 
Rules It, Report on Wide 
Investigation Asserts. 


FEW OF INTERLOCKING 
DIRECTORATES FOUND 


U. S. Production Is Estimated 
at 70 Per Cent of World 
Total; Imports Grow. 


(Associated Press.) 

Supply and demand, not agreements 
or manipulations among oil companies. 
have been the controlling factors in 
petroleum price fluctuations in recent 
years, the Federal Trade Commission 
has found after an extended investi- 
gation. 


Reporting to Congress on its inquiry, 
which was conducted in accordance 
with a Senate resolution, the commis- 
Sion said it had been unable to find any 
“recent evidence” of agreements or ma- 
nipulations of any size among large oil 
companies to raise or depress prices of 
crude petroleum or refined products. 

It added that the inquiry tended to 
show that “price movements over the 
longer periods were controlled by con- 
ditions of supply and demand, but that 
these conditions were reflected imper- 
fectly in shorter periods, partly because 
crude prices are determined by the de- 
cisions of a few large purchasing com- 
panies among which there is generally 
little ren] competition.” 

Calling attention to an agreement 
among -Officials of the larger compa- 
nies to restrict production of crude 
petroleum in the Seminole field for pro- 
tection of their profits and for preven- 
tion of waste, the commission said it 
had noted a “growing sentiment for 
regulating production of petroleum so 
as to conserve the supply and protect 
the financial interests of land owners 
and operating companies.” 

It was not, however, prepared to make 
recommendations in this regard since 
the matter was now being considered 
by the Federal oil conservation ~board. 


Few Interlocking Boards. 


The inquiry disclosed that 179 men 
held 458 directorships in companies 
covering 70 per cent of the refined in- 
dustry. 

In only four instances, however, were 
there interlocking directorates that 
would have an appreciable tendency to 
unify control, the report sald. 

The controlling ownership of the sev- 
eral Standard companies has been 
widely dispersed since 1911, the com- 
mission reported, and there is no long- 
er unity of contro. of these companies 
through community of interest. 

It was apparent the report contin- 
ued, that competitive activity in the 
industry has increased in recent years, 
but this has not prevented an increas- 
ing rate of profit in all branches. 

Returns were received by the com- 
mission from most of the producing, 
refining and marketing companies, and 
for the year. 1923, 1924, 1925 and the 
first half of 1926, the rate of profit on 
investment, based on the companies’ 
own figures, ranged from an average 
of 2.5 per cent in 1923, a year of de- 
pression, to 14.7 per cent in the first 
half of 1926 for al’ crude companies 
reporting, and from 5.1 to 11.3 per 
cent for the refining companies. 

Profits of interstate pipe line com- 
panies were much higher, the report 
showing them to have exceeded 17 per 
cent in every year of the. period 1921- 
1926, and averaging no less than 20.8 
per cent. 


World Oil Production. 
The profits of the industry for the 


,| periods mentioned, however, were much 


lower than the years before and during 
the war, the commission found. 

The separated “standard companies” 
were said to have at present about 25 
per cent of the crude production and 
about 45 per cent of the output of the 
refined products. They had about 80 
per cent of the refined products twenty 
years ago. 

The totals for 1926 showed that the 
United States produced over 170 per 
cent of the world’s total output of oil, 
Mexico more than 8 per cent and Rus- 
sia 5 8-10 per cent. Imyorts of refined 
products increased eight fold from 1920 
to 1926, or from 2,916,000 to 20,900,000 
barrels. 

Both gasoline imports and exports in- 
creased during 1920 to 1926, but the in- 
crease for imports was much greater 
than for exports. 

The great changes that have taken 
place in the petroleum industry in the 
last 20 years were ascribed by the com- 
mission as partly due to the separation 
of most of the subsidiaries of the 
Standard Oil Co. of New Jersey from 
the holding company in 1911, and 
partly to the “great expansion of the 
industry through new, extremely pro- 
ductive fields of crude supply and to 
the almost insatiable demands for gaso- 
line and motor cars.”

Chicago, Dec. 11 (A.P.).—An issue of 
$720,000 Chicago North Shore & Mil- 
waukee Railroad Co. equipment trust

BOND PRICES MAINTAIN 
LIVELY FORWARD PACE 


Sudden Spurt in New Issues 
Marks Early Trading 
of Week. 


HIGHER MONEY FORESEEN 


New York, Dec. 11 (A.P.).—Prices of 
bonds again moved forward last week, 
but with lessened momentum. The 
volume of trading fell off sharply from 
the figures of the week before, but 
nevertheless a rather brisk pace was 
maintained. 

Although the week was ushered in 
to the accompaniment of a sudden 
spurt in new issues, offerings tapered 
off later, and the aggregate did not 
reach unusual proportions. The total 
for the week, about $123,000,000, com- 
pared with around $103,000,000 in the 
preceding week, and approximately 
$70,000,000 in the corresponding period 
of 1926. 

The outstanding development of the 


} six days was the announcement of the 


Treasury Department’s December 15 
financing program. This involved the 
flotation of about $25,000,000 one-year 
Treasury certificates bearing a rate of 
3% per cent. Government financing 
in the month before had been effected 
at 3% per cent, and the fractional in- 
crease gave rise to discussion in some 
quarters of the possibility of stiffening 
money rates. Here and there some 
comment was heard of the likelihood 
of a raise in the Federal Reserve Bank’s 
rediscount rate, which has held at 3% 
per cent since last August. 

Bondholders, however, appeared to 
discount the possibility of higher in- 
terest, and there was no marked in- 
crease in the amount of listed bonds of- 
fered for sale. Most of those which did 
come on the market were readily taken 
despite the fact that prices continued 
to hover close to record high levels. 

Shipment of $1,000,000 gold to Eng- 
land caused a small flurry early in the 
week, but subsequent advices from 
London that the consignment had been 
passed on to Greece, as well aS & gen- 
eral belief that the gold point has not 
yet been reached by sterling exchange, 
allayed fears of an impending flow of 
the metal to the British market. Re- 
cent shipments to other destinations. 
notably Canada and Latin America, 
however, have been cited as bearing 
out expectations that a tightening of 
money rates is not entirely improbable. 

Discussion of new issues assumed 
livelier proportions, as reports of many 
foreign transactions came into the 
financial district. A prospective ad- 
vance to Chile has been variously esti- 
mated from $20,000,000 to $50,000,000, 
with some extravagant rumors placing 
the amount as high as $100,000,000. A 
Danish flotation of $20,000,000 or more 
also is understood to be under way and 
American banks are said to be forming 
& group to offer a $45,000,000 issue for 
the Greek government. 

Some foreign industrial loans are 
under current discussion, the most 
prominent being a $20,000,000 offering 
for the United Westphalia Electric Co. 

The steady advance of { ond prices 
this year has brought the average 
yield basis gradually closer to 5 per cent 
and bond dealers are beginning to 
point out that bonds having a greater 
yield will be extremely hard to find if 
the present upward trend of prices con- 
tinues. In the Government list, Liberty 
3%8, 26 well as some of the Treasury 
obligations, have been selling on a 
yleld basis of 3 per cent or less for 
several days.

“Feeling” of Prosperity at 
Hand Is Manifest Through- 
out the Country. 


“PITTSBURGH PLUS’ ” END 
REGARDED AS GOOD SIGN 


Heavy Auto Buying Forecast. 
Coal Demand Slack. 
Money Is Easier. 


New York, Dec. 11 (A.P.).—With the 
holiday season swinging along briskly, 
branches of American business outside 
the retail trade moved last week in a 
somewhat perfunctory fashion. Never- 
theless, the “feeling”? that commercial 
and industrial life is on the threshold 
of a prosperous period continued to be 
manifest throughout the country, 

One of the most significant develop- 
ments of the week, if not the entire 
year, was the abandonment by Bethle- 
hem Steel Co. of the famous “Pitts- 
burgh Plus” method of quoting mini- 
mum prices. Establishing minimum 
base prices, f. 0. b. the various plants 
of the Bethlehem concern was regarded 
as a distinctly constructive step in the 
steel industry, and calculated to bring 
about a long step toward localizing of 
the business. 

The “Pittsburgh Plus” system, frown- 
ed upon by the Federal Trade Com- 
mission, was relinquished by the 
United States Steel Corporation about 
three years ago. 


Reports Improved Prospects. 


The steel trade as a whole réported 
improved prospects, although current 
operations were at the lowest level of 
the year. Buying of railway rails and 
material for the manufacture of heavy 
farm implements, however, combined 
with an improved inquiry in other 
lines, were bright spots on the trade’s 
horizon. 

The return of Ford continued to be 
@ major topic of conversation in in- 
dustrial circles. As might be expected, 
the Detroit district was the first to feel 
the stimulation of the resumption of 
operations in the large Dearborn plants, 
but the effects also were beginning to 
reach out into other sections of the 
country. Continued predictions of a 
year of heavy motor business in the 
coming year helped to maintain a 
comfortable feeling. 

There was wome talk of low-priced 
six-cylinder models to compete with 
the new Ford. 

Building was at its seasonal ebb, a 

situation which was reflected by the 
lumber, brick and other allied lines. 
Several 60-day shut-downs of lumber 
mills on the Pacific Coast were reported, 
and brick makers were operating on re-~- 
duced schedules. 
. Demand for coal was rather slack, 
reflecting large stores remaining in 
yards as a result of warm weather 
throughout November. Mines were 
working on reduced schedules. Car 
loadings again fell off sharply, but the 
decline was regarded as seasonal. Rali- 
way gross revenue again reflected the 
decline in shipments. 

Little change in commodity prices was 
noted, the few changes being about 
evenly balanced between rises and 
falls. Crude petroleum, steel bars, 
copper, corn and oats were on the up- 
side, while tin, tinplates, cotton, hogs 
and beeves were slightly lower. 


Money Situation Easier. 


The money situation was somewhat 
easier than in the preceding week, the 
rate for call loans dropping from 4% 
to 4 per cent. As the stiffening had 
been due to heavy month-end demands 
however, the change was of minor sig- 
nificance to business as a whole.

relations. This, the general added, 
would necessitate the closing of the 
Soviet consulates in Nationalist terri- 
tory In China. 

“The Kuomintang,” said Gen Chiang, 
‘has made me responsible for the tre- 
mendous task of reuniting the party 
factions and reorganizing the National 
government in order that the revolu- 
tion may progress. I intend to exert 
my full strenyth to bring peace to the 


Nationalist territory and to resume 
warfare against Chang Tso-lin, upon 
whose elimination depends nation-wide 
peace in China.” 

While real unity of the Nationalist 
factions is considered difficult of reali- 
zation, Chiang-Kai-Shek is believed to 
be the most likely person capable of 
its accomplishment. 

Continuing his statement, Gen. Chi- 
ang said: 

“T have heard that President Cool- 
idge is considering sending a commis- 
sion to China to investigate the treaty 
situation. Nationalist China would 
consider such action a friendly ges- 
ture. It would have a tremendous 
solidifying effect on Chinese public 
opinion, possibly resulting in the 
southerners and the northerners unit- 
ing on a commission to meet the 
United States delegation for discus- 
sion of treaty revision. The time has 
arrived for the powers to meet China 
in a friendly attempt to break the 
treaty deadlock, which is disrupting 
trade.” 

The Nationalist leader expressed his 
disbelief that Japan was planning an- 
other military expedition to Shantung. 

“The last adventure,” he added, “end- 
ed detrimentally to Japanese politics. 
The Japanese people want to preserve 
friendly relations with China.” 

He was of the opinion that Japan, 
Russia and Germany were “negotiating 
with the purpose of forming a political 
bloc, in order to offset certain Euro- 
pean alliances,” but he declined to 
mention the European nations con- 
cerned.

Declines Are in Majority in 
Week’s Trading; Few 
Stocks Soar. 


MOTOR SHARES STRONGER 


New York, Dec. 11 (A.P.).—Curb 
prices showed irregular tendencies last 
week, with declines in the majority. 
Pool operators ferreted out a few 
issues which seemed desirable for 
Special reasons and bid them up to 
new peak levels. 

Among these was Bancitaly, which 
climbed more than 15 points on divi- 
dend expectations.

Avia- 
tion stocks failed to follow the lead 
of such issues on the “big board” and 
drifted toward lower ground.

Army Leads World 
In Breeding Horses 


The Army is the greatest horse 
breeder in the world, breeding thou- 
sands of horses each year. With 522 
stallions in service at the end of the 
fiscal year, Quartermaster Gen. B. F. 
Cheatham reports to Secretary of War 
Davis most encouraging results of the 
Army breeding plan 

The stallions include 461 thorough- 
bred sires, 30 Arabs, 27 Morgans, one 
standard bred, two saddle bred and a 
hackney’ Since 1920, when Congress 
authorized a plan to encourage the 
breeding of ridine borses suitable for 
military service, the number of mares 
bred annually has increased from 4,129 
to 11,628.. The actual foal producfion 
now averages more than 60 per cent 
of mares bred. 


Another World War 
Seen by Clergyman 


“Peace movements will be of no 
avail among nations drifting to an- 
other World War,” asserted Dr. B. G. 
Wilkinson, dean of theology in Wash- 
ington Missionary College, at the 
Arcadia Auditorium, Fourteenth street 
and Park road, last night in his lec- 
ture, “Is Another World War at 
Hand?” 

“There are seven possibilities for 
war in Europe today,” stated the 
clergyman, proving from the Bible that 
the nations are not “beating their 
swords into plowshares. and _ their 
spears into pruning hooks,” but are 


preparing for a last great struggle. 


CHANGES ARE MADE 
BY BUDGET: BUREAL 


$863,350, Cut in Three Parts, 
Will Include Items in 
1929 Statement. 


PROGRAM PURPOSES 
TO AID FIRE-FIGHTING 


$105,000 Increase Recom- 
mended to Extend Main to 
New Jersey Avenue. 


The Bureau of the Budget, in agree- 
ing recently to immediate improve- 
ments of the water system for fire- 
fighting asked by the National Board 
of Fire Underwriters in lieu of a high- 


prossure system, divided the $863,350 
project in three parts and agreed to in- 
clusion of items to cost $347,000 in the 
1929 budget. 

This was learned yesterday after the 
action of the bureau had beén report- 
ed Saturda} to the high-pressure com- 
mittee that recently investigated the 
subject and recommended the improve- 
ments to the Commissioners. 

Of the remainder of the proposed 
program, part will be paid by the Fed- 
eral Government included in its tri- 
angle building program, part will be 
recommended to Congress and part has 
not been disposed cf. 

There was already in the 1929 esti- 
mates an item of $177,000 for a 36-inch 
water main in M street northwest from 
New Hampshire avenue to Eleventh 
street. To extend this main to New 
Jersey avenue the high-pressure com- 
mittee recommended an increase ‘ of 
$105,000. The bureau left the $177,000 
item in the pending budget and agreed 
to consider the $105,000 part for inclu- 
sion in the 1930 budget. 

In addition to the foregoing, the fol- 
lowing items were approved for the 
pending budget: $20,000, for a 12-inch 
main in Tenth street downtown; $5,600, 
for one in Eighteenth street; $23,400, 
for a 16-inch main in Reservoir street 
and Wisconsin avenue northwest, be- 
tween P and Thirty-fourth streets; 
$21,350, for a 12-inch main in freorgia 
avenue northwest, from Fairmont road 
to Park road, and $50,000, each as half 
of two items, one for replacement of 
4-inch mains leading to fire hydrants 
downtown and one for 400 additional 
fire hydrants. | 

To complete the last two named items 
it is planned to include $50,000 for each 
of them in the 1920 budget. The bu- 
reau indicated that the projected 24, 
inch main in B street northwest, be- 
tween Fourteenth and Seventeenth 
streets, supplemented by a 12-inch 
main in B and Ninth streets, from 
Fourteenth street to Louisiana avenue, 
to cost $110,000, would be paid for by 
the Government, since it is to serve the 
$50,000,000 program of new depart- 
mental buildings. 

There remains an item of $201,000 for 
replacement of 4-inch distributor mains 
in outlying sections. This was not ap- 
proved for appropriation at any definite 
time. Its further consideration was in- 
definitely postponed.

Epworth M. E. Congregation 
Hears Rev. John Paul Tyler 
Review Long History. 


Special services in observance of the 
sixth anniversary of the completion of 
the Epworth Methodist Episcopal 
Church South, Thirteenth street and 
North Carolina avenue northeast, were 
held yesterday. 

The Rev. John Paul Tyler, pastor, de- 
livered the sermon, in which he review- 
ed the history of the church completed 
in 1921 to replace the edifice at Seventh 
and A streets northeast, which was 
destroyed by fire in December, 1919.

$200,000, is free of debt, payments hav- 
ing been completed in 1926. The Rev.

He is believed to have gone 
insane from the strain, and Mafsden 
is about to go to the electric chair 
when his friend produces the missing 
evidence that saves him.

Supplemental films are a comedy 
with some bright spots, an interesting 
news reel, and an excellent example 
of Grantland Rice's “Sportlights,” deal- 
ing with the overcoming of handicaps 
in varicus games.

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FINE RTS PLANS RELIEF 


FOR CONGESTION IN MALL 


Two Parallel Roadways Are 
Offered as Solution of the 
| Traffic Problem. 


COST IS SET AT $100,000 


To relieve traffic conditions in the 
Mall when Federal building operations 
begin in the triangle north of it, clos- 
ing many streets between Fifteenth 
and Seventh streets, the Commission 
of Fine Arts has submitted to. the 
National Capital Park and Planning 
Commision a plan for immediately 
opening two parallel roadways east and 
west through the Mall. 

The cost is estimated at $100,000, and 
the commission suggested that the 
roadways be made ready within a few 
months. They will not only relieve 
Pennsylvania ayenue of traffic forced 
on: it by closing of the triangle streets, 
but they will advance the plan of Mall 
roadway development. Construction 
will not disturb any temporary struc- 
tures now housing Federal units. 

The north roadway will progress, 
straight east from the projected ex- 
tension of Fifteenth street, parallel 
with B street in front of the National 
Museum. The south will parallel the 
other, running immediately north of,» 
the Smithsonian Institution. 

A third roadway is planned to cut 
through from Union Station to the 
intersection of Pennsylvania avenue 
and Second street, running into the 
north roadway and providing rapid ac- 
cess across the Mall to the western 
portion of the city without encoun- 
tering heavy traffic on Pennsylvania 
avenue. 


Exhibits at Carnegie 
Will Close Tonight 


Exhibitions this afternoon and eve- 
ning will mark the closing of the an- 
nual display at Carnegie Institution at 
Sixteenth and P streets, showing prog- 
ress made during the year in the studies 
conducted by a staff of more than 160 
investigators.

Streeter, head of the department of 
embryology, and Dr. Ralph W. Chaney, 
expert in fossil lant life. 

The exhibition is open to the public 
from 2 to 5:30 o’clock and from 7 to 
10 o'clock.
